JURIES AND JUSTICE 


Trial by jury has been weighed in tile balance and found 
wanting. 
It should be abolished. 
These are the conclusions 
of E dgar Allan ,Poe. former attorney-general for the state cf 
.Maryland, in a debnte with Martin \Y. Littleton printed in 
“The Forum.*’ 
H aving served a state which has tried thousands of crim­ 
inal cases without juries, Mr. Poe is convinced that in this way 
is justice best served- 
Juries may have been ideally adapted 
to deal with conditions of the past, but times and circumstances 
have changed, says this eminent lawyer. 
“The main purpose of criminal procedure is—or should be 
—to bring about the conviction of the guilty and the acquittal 
of the innocent after a prompt and fair trial,” he says. 
“A 
proper observance of all fundamental constitutional safeguards 
is, of course, of vital importance. 
But this is not all. 
Th? 
public welfare equally demands the prompt and certain con­ 
viction and punishment of those who violate the criminal law. 
The ideal tribunal, therefore should be one which is not only 
clothed with authority to determine guilt or innocence, but 
which is actually qualified for the task aud is least likely to err 
in its judgments. 
Bv this criterion, how does the jury qualify 
as an instrument of justice? 
“ In the first place, those who are best fitted for jury service 
are cither exempted, excused, or challenged: in consequence, 
those who actually sit in judgment are untrained and are 
generally of only average intelligence. 
Unaccustomed to a s ­ 
sume heavy responsibilities, unskilled in deciding matters of 
complicated character and grave import, they take their duties 
lightly. 
\ cry few jurors have ever served before and they so 
unwillingly and regretfully, with their minds fixed more or 
less on their private affairs, which they feel are suffering 
through their absence. 
Having but little capacity to absorb, 
remember, and weigh the testimony, they frequently doze d ur­ 
ing the trial and are susceptible to prejudice and sym pathy.” 
Furthermore, the requirement of unanimity is a great ad­ 
vantage to the guilty. 
O ne obstinate, friendly or corrupt juror 
can easily bring about a miscarriage of justice.

JURIES A N D JUSTICE 


Trial bv jury has been w e ig h e d iii the balance and found 


w antin g. 
It sh ould be abolished. 
T h e s e are the conclusions 


of E d g a r Allan Poe. former a tto r n e y -general tor the state cf 


Maryland, in a debate with Martin \Y. Littleton printed in 


" T he Porum." 


H a v i n g served a Mate which ha* tried thousands of crim ­ 


inal cases w itho u t juries. Mr. Poe is convin ced that iii this w ay 


is justice beM served- 
Juries may have been ideally adapted 


to deal with conditione of the past. but times and circ um stances 


have changed, says this em in ent lawyer. 


“ T h e main purpose of criminal procedure is— or sh ould he 


- -to bring about the conviction of the guilty and the acquittal 


of the innocent after a prompt and fair trial," he says. 
“ A 


proper o b servance of all fundamental constitutional safeguards 


is, of course, of vital importance. 
But this is not all. 
'The 


public welfare equally d em a nd s the prompt and certain c o n ­ 


viction and punishment of those w h o violate the criminal law. 


The ideal tribunal, therefore should be on e w hich is not only 


clothed with authority to determ ine guilt or innocence, hut 


which is actually qualified for the task and is least likely to err 


in its ju d g m e n ts. 
Bv this criterion, how d o e s the jury qualify 


as an instrument of justice? 


“ In the first place, those w h o are best fitted for jury service 


are either e x e m pted , excused , or ch allen ged : iii co n se qu ence , 


those w h o actual!}
